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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  the  period  January  I- 
March  16,  1963  totaled  1,773,000  tons  or  174,000  tons  more  than  for 
the  same  period  last  year.  Of  the  total  increase  cane  sugar  accounted 
for  105,000  tons,  40,000  tons  of  it  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  March, 
largely  in  response  to  price  increase  announcements ,  All  but  5,  000  tons 
of  the  beet  sugar  increase  of  69?  000  tons  occurred  in  January  and  Feb- 
ruary.

Reflected  above  are  0.15  cent  per  pound  increases  effective  March 
11  for  cane  sugar  in  most  territories  except  the  Chicago- West ,  and  for 
beet  sugar  in  the  Lower  Pacific  Coast.  By  March  21  further  increases 
of  0.15  cent  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  had  been  announced  to  be 
effective  April  1  in  the  Northeast,  Eastern  beet  and  Chicago-West  ter- 
ritories . 

The  average  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast 
territory  during  January  1 -March  21,  1963  was  10.05  cents  per  pound 
or  6.3  percent  higher  than  the  9.45  cents  average  for  the  same  period 
last  year.  By  contrast,  world  raw  sugar  prices  were  up  144  percent 
between  the  corresponding  periods  of  1962  and  1963. 
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The  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  was  7.15  on  March 
21,  up  0.30  cent  from  a  month  earlier  and  up  a  total  of  0.53  cent  from 
the  beginning  of  1963.  The  average  price  during  the  January  1 -March 
21  period  was  6.79  cents  per  pound  or  5.8  percent  higher  than  the  6.42 
cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  Department's  March  20  Crop  Production  Report  shows  prospective 
plantings  of  1,271,700  acres  to  sugar  beets  for  the  1963  crop.  This  is 
an  increase  of  87,  100  acres  or  7.4percent  over  the  planted  acreage  for 
the  previous  crop.  Sugar  production  per  planted  acre  has  averaged  about 
2.3  tons,  raw  value,  during  the  last  ten  years  and  has  ranged  from  2.12 
tons  to  2.53  tons  per  acre.  "With  average  production  per  acre  the  total 
sugar  production  from  the  1963  crop  would  be  about  2,900,000  tons, 
raw  value.    The  production  per  acre  for  the  1962  crop  was    2.18  tons 

raw  value,  and  total  sugar  production  was  about  2,580,000  tons,  raw 
value . 

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  as  reported  by  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange  continued  to  rise  during  the  final  month  of  winter, 
from  6.05  cents  per  pound  on  February  21  to  7.10  cents  on  March  22, 
with  only  one  step  backward,   on  March  8,   based  on  one  isolated  sale. 
Quotations  for  all  futures  positions  had  similar  but  more  accentuated 
trends.    The  quotations  for  early  1964  delivery  rose  about  one  cent  per 
pound  more    than   those  for    corresponding    1963  months.    Trading  in 
world  futures  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  set  new  one- 
day  records  of  2,982  on  March  20  and  3,015   contracts  on  March  21. 
The  previous  record  of  2,  598  contracts  had  been  established  on  the  old 
No.  4  contract  on  February  6,  1957  „  On  March  20,  price  increases  for 
October    1963  and  later   positions  approached  the  one-half  cent  daily 
maximum  permitted  under  Exchange  rules. 

On  March  18,  F.  O.  Licht  released  his  second  estimate  of  world  pro- 
duction of  beet  and  cane  sugar  for  1962-63.  Estimates  from  the 
report  given  below,  although  lower  than  the  first  estimate  made  in 
December,  show  an  increase  of  544,000  metric  tons  over  production  in 
1961-1962.

The  trade  published  figures  from  Cuba  showing  production  to  March  15 
of  1,683,231  metric  tons,  down  302,467  tons  from  the  production  of 
1,985,698  tons  to  the  same  date  last  year.  The  yields  of  sugar  from 
cane  are  given  as  10.9  percent  for  1963  versus  12.4  percent  lor  1962. 

This  is  the  second  successive  year  of  comparatively  low  world  sugar 
production  and  prices  have  responded  accordingly.  (See  chart  on  page  5) 
Although  final  production  is  not  yet  known,  it  is  probable  that  produc- 
tion will  be  about  4  million  tons  below  the  peak  level  achieved  in  1960- 
61.  World  carryover  stocks  at  the  beginning  of  this  crop  year  were  down 
about  2  million  tons  from  a  year  ago. 

The  Fourteenth  Session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  will  be  held 
in  London  the  first  week  of  April.  The  most  important  item  on  the 
agenda  is  to  decide  whether  the  Council  will  request  the  United  Nations 
to  call  a  renegotiation  conference  this  fall  to  negotiate  a  new  inter- 
national sugar  agreement  to  replace  the  present  one  which  will  expire  at 
the  end  of  1963.

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UNITED  STATES  SUGAR  QUOTAS  FOR  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES  UNDER 
THE  SUGAR  ACT  OF  1948,  AND  SUCCESSIVE  AMENDMENTS 


Marked  changes  in  sugar  quotas  for  foreign  countries  were  the  result 
of  Amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948  effective  in  mid- 1962.  The  full 
effect  of  those  changes  will  become  apparent  only  as  final  adjusted 
quotas  for  1963  and  successive  years  are  reported.  The  direction  of 
change  in  sources  of  our  foreign  sugar  supply,  however,  is  indicated 
by  the  final  basic  and  adjusted  quotas  for  1962.  The  adjustments  are 
interpreted  here  to  include  the  allocations  for  purchase  of  "non-quota" 
sugar  during  I960,  1961  and  the  first  half  of  1962  and  the  entries  within 
the  new  "global  quota"  during  the  last  half.  Interest  that  has  been  ex- 
pressed in  the  significance  of  the  1962  changes  calls  for  bringing  to- 
gether the  comparable  data  for  the  entire  term  of  the  1948  Act  to  show 
the  progression  of  change,  of  which  some  has  occurred  in  each  exten- 
sion and  amendment  of  the  Act,  Accordingly,  a  brief  summary  of  the 
bases  for  determining  quotas  and  prorations  for  foreign  countries  from 
1948  to  1962  is  presented  below  along  with  the  data  in  tables   1  and  2. 

1948-52 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948  in  its  original  form  established  fixed  annual 
quotas  for  the  domestic  sugar  producing  areas  and  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines,  and  allocated  the  residual  of  total  requirements  to  other 
foreign  countries.  Of  the  residual  quantity,  98.64  percent  was  assigned 
to  Cuba  and  the  balance  to  foreign  countries  other  than  Cuba  and  the 
Republic  of  the  Philippines  (full  duty  countries).  In  addition,  Cuba  was 
allocated  95  percent  and  full  duty  countries  5  percent  of  Philippine 
deficits.  Very  large  Philippine  deficits  (differences  between  qL  ota  and 
importations)  were  inherent  while  its  war-ravaged  industry  recovered. 

The  quota  for  full  duty  countries  as  a  group  was  prorated  on  the  basis 
of  actual  importations  from  such  countries  during  1926,  1929,  and  1930, 
as  the  most  representative  three  years  in  the  years  1925-33.  The  same 
basis  had  prevailed  since  the  beginning  of  the  quota  program  in  1934. 
This  basis  of  proration  resulted  in  establishing  quantities  for  23  coun- 
tries, of  which  only  6  exceeded  1,000  tons  each.  No  more  than  10  coun- 
tries contributed  to  filling  the  full  duty  quota  in  any  year  prior  to  1953 
when  the  1951  amendments  became  effective. 
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1953-56 

The  1951  amendments  to  the  Act  increased  the  fixed  annual  domestic 
area  quotas  by  176,000  tons.  The  residual  of  requirements  was  allo- 
cated 96  percent  to  Cuba  and  4  percent  to  full  duty  countries.  Full  duty 
participation  in  Philippine  deficits  was  reduced  from  5  to  4  percent. 
The  increased  basic  percentage  for  full  duty  countries  offset  the  decline 
in  Philippine  deficits  as  the  sugar  industry  in  that  country  recovered 
from  the  war . 

The  proration  among  full  duty  countries  was  changed  to  recognize  that 
only  a  few  countries  had  consistently  supplied  sugar  within  their  pre- 
vious prorations.  Of  the  total,  95  percent  was  prorated  on  the  basis  of 
average  1948,  1949,  and  1950  importations  to  six.  countries,  each  of 
which  had  supplied  two  percent  or  more  of  the  full  duty  total  for  those 
years.  Any  country  was  permitted  to  supply  sugar  to  fill  the  remaining 
five  percent    on  a  first-come  ,  first-served   basis,    with  no  more  than 

one -fifth  of  tne  total  to  come  from  any  one  country. 
1957-July  I960 

The  amendments  of  1956  gave  domestic  areas  a  portion  of  the  growth  in 
total  sugar  requirements  beginning  in  1956  and  changed  the  basis  for 
prorations  to  full  duty  countries  beginning  in  1957.    The  latter  change 

involved  complex  formulae  that  had  the  following  effect:

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July  1960-June  1962 

The  July  I960  amendments  provided  for  supplemental  Presidential  quota 
actions  under  which  sugar  imports  from  Cuba  were  terminated.  The 
quota  diverted  from  Cuba  was  allocated  as  follows: 

(1)  To  domestic  areas,  Cuba's  former  share  in  domestic  area  deficits  . 

(2)  To  countries  having  quotas  of  3,000-10,000  tons,  enough  to  permit 
total  imports  of  10,000  tons  from  each. 

(3)  To  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,    15  percent  of  the  remainder. 

(4)  The  balance,   including  deficits  in  above,   to  other  quota  countries 
in  proportion  to  quotas  regularly  determined. 

(5)  Amounts  not  forthcoming  under  (4)  from  any  foreign  country. 

Amendment  in  March,  1961,  required  special  consideration  in  making 
importations  under  category  (5)  to  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere 
and  to  those  countries  purchasing  U.S.  agricultural  commodities. 

Beginning  July  1962 

The  1962  Amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act  made  the  following  changes  in 
foreign  country  quotas: 

(1)  The  total  was  reduced  by  623,500  tons  (at  9,700,000  tons  require- 
ments). The  foreign  share  in  additional  requirements  was  set  at  35 
percent . 

(2)  The  quota  for  the  Philippines  was  increased  to  1,050,000  tons  and 
participation  was    specifically  provided  for  27  other  foreign  countries . 

(3)  The  quota  reserved  for  Cuba  was  reduced  about  one-half  and  provi- 
sion was  made  to  withhold  the  remainder  subject  to  resumption  of  dip- 
lomatic relations. 

(4)  All  quota  deficits,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  wer^e  allocated  to.  the 
Philippines  and  Western  Hemisphere  countries. 
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(5)  Quotas  for  imports  of  direct  consumption  sugar  from  foreign  coun- 
tries were  sharply  reduced. 

(6)  Importations  were  permitted  from  any  country  with  which  the  U.S. 
is  in  diplomatic  relations  to  fill  the  quota  withheld  from  any  country 
not  in  diplomatic  relations  with  the  U.S.  ("global  quota"),  but  with  spe- 
cial consideration  to  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  and  those 
purchasing  United  States  agricultural  commodities. 

(7)  All  imports  of  foreign  sugar  under  quotas,  except  those  from  the 
Philippines,  became  subject  to  payment  of  a  fee  at  rates  established 
by  the  Secretary.  For  the  "global  quota,  "  the  fee  was  designed  to  fill 
the  gap  between  a  depressed  world  price  and  a  U.  S.  price  that  would 
fulfill  objectives  of  the  Act.  For  individual  country  quotas  the  fee  is 
10,  20,  and  30  percent  of  the  full  rates  for  1962,  1963  and  1964,  re- 
spectively .

1.  February  1963  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
606,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  131,000  from 
January  1963  but  up  10,000  tons  from  February  1962.  January-Febru- 
ary 1963  deliveries  1,343,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  about  129,000 
tons  from  the  January-February  1962  period.  Final  data  for  January 
1963  deliveries  737,000  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  742,000 
tons . 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  2,  1963  were  2,  Q64,  114  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  90,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier  but 
down  37,000  tons  from  end  January  1963.
